1, The militery airfield at Czyzyny (Q51/224) extends from Rakowice through 
25X1 Cayzyny to a point beyond Mogila (Q51/Z34). It has hangars, bunkers, and 
25X14 concrete runways, An estimated 100 jet aircraft and heavy bombers were 


stationed on the airfield, and there may have been more in the hangars. 


2. At Jasien (R50/¥98), on the main road from Tarnow, there is a militery 
elrfield with two wooden hangars and several aircraft, The field was built 
during the war and has been in nse ever since. 


3. The militery airfield at Lublin-Swidnik is located on the right side of the 
railroad before Swidnik station on the route from Rejowlec to Lublin, 
In September the hangars were being enlarged. There are concrete runways 
and a considerable number of bombers, fighters, and training aircraft. 


4. There is an emergency landing field in use which is two kilometers from 
Zamose (S51/R52) in the direction of Szczebrzeszyn. 
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
